O NE HAS ONLY TO 

look over the newspaper 
filet for the period which imme¬ 
diately preceded the general elec¬ 
tion of 1921 16 discover that the 
programme of policies which Mr. 
Meighen is submitting to the elec¬ 
torate of this country at the present 
time differs in no important particu¬ 
lar from the programme upon which 
he made his woefully unsuccessful 
appeal for endorsement four years 
ago. He is advocating nothing 
new. The people's verdict at that 
time seems to have left him as blind 
to the popular will as he chooses 
to be to the country’s improved 
and continually improving condition 
under policies which the electorate 
ordered in 1921.

The truth of the matter is the 
people of this country refuse to 
swallow the gloom which Mr. 
Meighen and his Party henchmen 
have been dispensing in such large 
doses for many months past. I he 
“whisper of death" propaganda left 
them cold, so cold, in fact, that the 
lugubrious journal which set this 
funereal march nearly two years ago 
has considerably brightened up its 
own outlook in the face of pretty 
trenchant criticism from other news¬ 
papers of a similar political stripe.

The pro¬ 
tectionist argument does not hold. 
Its supporters, however, can not es¬ 
cape the charge that they have al¬ 
ways attached a great deal of im¬ 
portance to the country's balance of 
trade, pointing to it as the one re¬ 
liable economic barometer. What 
are the facts? For the year ending 
June. 1921. our business finished 
up on the right side to the extent 
of $28,025,146. For the year 
ending with June of this year that 
favorable balance, under the Mac¬ 
kenzie King regime, had grown to 
no leu a sum than $269,650,000. 
Where is the blue ruin in this con¬ 
dition ? 

It is well understood, of course, 
that a good deal of the gloomy 
gospel of Mr. Meighen emanates 
from influences seeking special 
privileges. But if the voter wants 
to know how much justification 
there is for their demand for still 
more of the Meighen taritf policy, 
he can turn to the stock market and 
obtain the opinion of experts who 
buy their shares. Following is a

I wrote you. referring to water 
charges to consumers In Saanich and 
city, pointing out that chargss to 
smaller consumers In the city were 
somewhat lower than In Saanich, 
but that otherwise the reverse Is the 
case; giving Instances of receipted 
city water bills 94.84 and 88.90. which 
In Saanich, at tha nsw rates, for 
same quantities water, would be 84.32 
and 87.16 respectively In the one 
case an advantage of thirty-two 
cents and in the other 81.06 in favor 
of Saanich consumer. 

The following ere similar compara¬ 
tive figures In connection with an 
Esquimau Industry. The “C" In¬ 
dustrial Company of Eaqvfimalt 
municipality-paying at tha rate they 
have always paid- paid for thslr 
month's supply of water 8*5.00 For 
the same quantity the city rate la 
49.89; and the Saanich, advanced 
rate, is 839 62. 

If a Water Board or "Water Tri¬ 
bunal” Is appointed an "evening-up" 

1 process might be ordered In paanlcn! 

I It is not likely that. In the Imme- 
J diate future, the Water Trlbunat 
would consider it advisable to order 
an "evening-down” anywhere, for 
the tribunal would undoubtedly In¬ 
sist upon rsvenue from consumers 
sufficient in the aggregate to pro¬ 
vide for adequate financing, main¬ 
tenance. etc.. Including gradual ex- 
tenslqp of whole water ayatem. to¬ 
gether with creation of a reason¬ 
able reserve or contingent fund. 

Common sense, with economical 
and efficient operation of the whole 
waterworks system, will. In dua 
course, lead to rates averaging a 
general reduction, with further re¬ 
ductions to follow. That earnestly 
deaired time will be postponed In 
proportion to the amount of con¬ 
troversy. 'waste time, needless ex¬ 
pense. and general hindrance, that 
Is injected Into any phase of water¬ 
works affairs by the direct, or Indi¬ 
rect. actions of any section of the 
public.

To the Editor,- The cost of water 
to Victoria depends upon the cost of 
the installation and on the cost of 
operation. Tha wholesale pries to 
other municipalities will be governed 
by these costs as further Influenced 
by the law of supply and demand, 
or by comparative prices for similar 
service In other plsces. 

If Victoria's installation can be 
shown to havs been wisely done, end 
her operation to be efficiently car¬ 
ried out. Saanich cannot object to a 
wholesale cost somewhst In sxcess 
of those figures 

I have no criticism on ths cost of 
installation at the moment, but be¬ 
fore 8 aan 1 rh admits the cost and up*, 
keep of the Sooke pipe-line aa a 
basis for reckoning, she should em¬ 
ploy a responsible and disinterested 
engineer to report on its efficiency 
and relative value for the work. 

With Victoria's operation of her 
plant there are two points on which 
I would like some Information;
